Fourthly, it may happen, that among these new-comers, 
there may be some personally and reasonably distasteful to 
the leader. He does ‘not like the injurious as well as dis- 
agreeable vulgarity of their manners. ‘They see it, and 
force them upon him the mote. He cantot avoid them 
but by dvoiding in some measure the very cause more than 
he otherwise would; and this, whichis a want of power 
or address in him, serves to maguify the imputations on 
his principle, perhaps even iv some measure to titn him 
from it. He eeeks a dangerous respite in better society, 
perhaps of different opinions; and the men who disgusted 
and drove him into it, dre ‘the first to charge him with 
voluntary desertion. 

Fifthly, the leader ‘himself, though fitted to grace a 
cause, and even to do it active service up to a certain 
time, may betby nature of an indolent temperament ; jit 
may grow upon’ him at t#vertain’ time’ of life, especially 
undér ciredthstaticds of disgust; and as Jong as he keeps 
his nominal post, the good as well as bad, among the active 
Reformers, may find reasonable cause of discontent witis 
him for not ‘battling with’ this. It may injure him also in 
anotlier respect, not 80 reasonable. Such a man is ofteu 
thought to requite many attentions, though they are given 
him because he isa favourite. ‘I fJie does not seein consci- 
ous of them every one,—which he may really not be, from 
want of pride as Well as alert it may be fancied that he

We have an old tradition that we are creatures of 
reason!

tion, our refinement, elegance, and delicacy, is nevertheless 
alile to endure the idea. of other men breathing already 
overbreathed and spoiled air, which can hardly be inbated 
by their most flagging lungs, and still more” corrupted by 
the poisonous effuvia, As to our science, which ongtit to 
perfect the creature of reason, what are we to lope fro:n 
that? When we find it, at this stage of its advancement, 
offering the bortible sight, of stringnlatien as amusement 
for our wives and daughters? What are we to hope from 
science that. would, recover the spirit of bird, fish, or frog, 
to endure a thousand tormenting deatiia? Avnid’the gentile 
dames hope the dear little bird or fish will survive! It 
is such want of reflection that makes these pretty phi- 
losophers cover ovet theie childrens’ mouths when they 
put them to sleep. Every living creature’ destroys the 
air it breathes ; the most tenacions of life can exist but a 
little while without a renewal of this all-vivifying prin- 
ciple, A. splendid cradle may be a dungeon of torture 
equally with the dark hold of a slave or convict-ship. I

This was am ection brought by Lord Henry Howard against 
the defendant, a clerg man, to recover compcnsation m daumozes, 
for the publication of » slanderous statement respecting his clia- 
rectes. The defendent had pleaded, first, that he was not guilty ; 
and secondly, be pigaded, in justification, that the mauer con- 
tained iw the alleged libel was true.—The plaintiffs case was 
conducted by Mesérs. Scarlett, Gucocy, and Denman

Lord Henry Howard did not interfere to widen differences; on 
thecontrary, lic always treated Mr. and Mis. Morris with great 
Kindness, abd endeayoured to prevent misunderstanding betwee, 
the Dike and them. ‘16°1815, tlie Duke died, liaving first made 
hie will, by which he bequeathed a very considerable portion of 
his property to Lord Henry, but made no mention of lis natura! 
children, ‘Lord Henry had always been a great lavourite 5 he was 
educatedin the Catholic religion; bot, in 1786, his father died, 
and in 1789, he abjured that feith, and conformed to the Psta- 
blished Church. He was the second person for the title, and, 
from the time of his teaving «cliool, the Duke had paid particular 
attention tabim. By the will of the Duke, he wes entitled to 
four-tenths of the residue of the personal property, subject to tlie 
payment of the legacies; Lord Howard, of Eiliogham, was also 
entitted fo four tenths, ‘ad Henry Howard, Esq, of Corby, was 
entitled to the remaining tweteuths. Lord Henry married Miss 
Longs he then resided in.a-house, called Park-honse, belowzing 
to the Duke, He was also member for the city of Glocester, aid 
hed been returned on lar principles. Soon after the death 
of the Duke, Mr. Morris published a letter iw the Examiner, iin- 
puting to Lord Henry, that he had been hitherto supported in his 
election by the Duke's infliience ; that on the oceassop of the 
proposed grant tothe ‘Duke of Clarence, he had: voted in the 
minority with Ministers, etd that he bad no more chance o! 
being returned et the next election, than he had of being Prime 
Ministers . He then alleged that-Lord Henry had been permitted 
by the Duke to eceupy the house from which his Grace had in- 
tended to remove tim, but had suffered him to remain at }» 
earnest entréaty. He also ascribed to him that he had osed 
undue means, by servility and otherwise, to procure the greater 
part of his Grace’s property, while the whole of his natural chii- 
dren were leftin a state of poverty, The defendapt had described 
him asa legacy-hunter, a ebatacter that must be despised by 
every, honourable man. Soon afier the Duke's death he a: 
dressed a letier to Lord Henry, desiring to know what provision 
was to be made forMrs. Morris, and was inforined that no mention 
of Mrs. Morris was made in the will, [ft appeared, however, that 
there was a tlause giving a discretionary power to the executors 
to'vontinue such payments as thes Duke had been used to make, 
or as they themselves might think expedient. Lord Henry » 
answer was couched in friendly terms, and a few days afierwards 
hes Lordship went to Arundel, and called upan Mr. Morris, who 
refused to teke his offered haud, and loaked the door upow him, 
threatening to. detain him til! he should give some explanation. 
Mr. Morriw was, however, alterwards sensible of the impropriety 
of his conduct, and wrote an apology to his Lordsltip, at ihe 
same time stating, that le had not altered his opinion that Iris 
Lontship hed interfered between the Duke and Mrs. Morris. In 
fact, he imputed generally to Lord Henry,sehat he had acted 
most dishonourably in order to obtain @ large portion of his 
Citace’s property, to the exclusion ef his reputed chitdren.
